If the Sacramento Bee bad understood 


the fnots in relation to Nevada politics

Although all the money used was ex 
pended directly in the interest of th 
Stewart legislative tickets, and every 
thin? waa traded in favor of them, they 
fell so far behind in the State aa t 
show conclusively that if the matte 
bad been submitted to a vote ot th 
people, our Junior Senator would no 
have received half eo many votes aa th 
only defeated candidate on the Silve 
party State ticket. Dnder these oir 
oumatances Mr. Newlands could an 
has entered tbe contest and in th 
opinion of a large majority of the peo- 
ple of Nevada, he tms violated n« prin- 
ciple of honor, good faith or fidelity to 
his party in doing BO. 


In addition to that, Mr, Newlands in 


all of bia speeches most earnestly ad- 
vised his audiences to stand by tbe 
legislative tickets of their party, and* 
his every word, act nnd deed during 
the campaign, manifested bis loyalty 
to the Senatorial candidate, and noth- 
ing can be citpd concerning binvor bis 


, frieuds, which would 
indicate 
the 


slightest lack of fidelity to Senator 
Stewart from the date of tbe State 
Convention until the closing of the 
polls on the evening of election. This, 
with the full knowledge that Stewart 
and his henchmen were doing thsir ut- 
most to defeat Mr. Newlands, even to 
the extent of endeavoring to induce the 
Republican State Convention to nomi- 
n-ita a eeftaiu kjentlemau for Coiigreas- 
mau with tbe assurance of aid from tho 
Sils-ar party at the election. It was us 
notorious In this St'vte that the South- 
ern Pdeifiu was us inimical to Mr. New- 
lauds as it was friendly to Senator 
Stewart tmd that the henchmen of the 
latter did all ia their power to effect 
tne double purpose of their ruuBter. 
Tho result of their efforts waa the elec 
tiou of Mr. Newianda by a lurger ma- 
jority than any candidate on the Silver 
party ticket, and the ignominious de- 
feat of Senator Slewarc, 


There are plenty of other matters
